it should be decided to read the Bible 
in the schools, the authorities would 
find themselves on the horns of an ugly 
dilemma. There is still another view 
of this question. Dous the reading of the 
Bible in the schools have any effect. up 
on the pupils? Dova it tend to mnke them 
any better behaved us children or any bet- 
ter when they become mon and women? 
To answer this queation it is only. neces- 
sary for any one to revert to the period 
of his school life when Bible roading was 
universal, and he will remember that it 
was so much a part of the routine, like 
the singing and the reciting, that it 
mado no impression. After a littlo the 
pupil paid no attention to it and only 
appreciated the time as favorable for 
further communications and mischief, 
owing to the diversion of the teacher's 
attention. 

“Tho sentimont of the majority of the 
people of this country unquestionably 
favors leaving religion to be taught in 
the church, tho Sabbath-echool, and the 
home. Tho great majority favor the 
teavhing of morals in the pudbllo achools, 
however. Tho Important questiona, 
thon, are: How shall morals be taught, 
what are they, and how shall they be 
kept apart from rellygion’-The answer to 
these questions ought not to be diflleult. 
Everything depends upon the manner in 
which it is taught and hones reverts to 
the individuality of the teacher. It la 
useless to employ tho old, involved, dry 
und philosophic text-books on moral 
scleneo which once formed eo eonspleu- 
ous u feature of the. college. eurriculum. 
Fow oven of tho mature students under 
stood or eared to understand. thom. 
How then could children bo expected to 
understand. thom? No text-books on 
pauan wvsteuns aro necded, The 
exeher must bo tho book, system, and 
perwonal exemplar, If he bo a wise and 
observant teacher ho will tind amplu 
opportunities to scatter the moral sels 
and methods o altractive that the 
children will enjoy tho process und 
profit by it. If by morals we mean kind- 
ness, polltness, which is one of the 
minor morale, justice, honor, manlincas 
and womanlinee, honesty, duty, truth- 
fulnwm, patriotiam, courage, and tho 
avoldanes of eruelty to humankind and 
animals—and this ia. what morals as n 
art of school instruction should. mean— 
t would not be a diffleuit task to teach

The words quoted above are our sen- 
timenta, yet they were uttered by no less 
a personage than Bishop Irelund of the 
Roman Catholic Church, last July, at 
St. Paul. to the National Educational 
Association, Roman Catholic profession 
und Roman Catholic practice, however, 
nre two different things.

The 
power of lifo and death 1e the supreme 
power; and two supreme paners cannot 
exist on the samo territory without 
ünarchy, rivts, bloodshed, and civil wars 
without end.
